Th^ hunting season will be ushered 
in on Sept. 15th this year, when it will 
be lawful to shoot ducks. This is a 
new regulation, the season heretofore 
opening on the 1st of September. 

The National Grain Elevator Co* at 
Ensign are tearing down their old ele¬ 
vator and replacing it with a larger 
and more up-to-date building, which 
will be in readiness for this year’s 
grain traffic. 

The Kansas wheat crop has slump¬ 
ed to an average yield of nine bushels 
to the acre and a crop of 79,596,000 
bushels, which makees it rank as the 
second smallest in ten years, accord¬ 
ing to the federal crop statistics for 
Kansas. 

Hon. J. A. "Robb, minister of trade 
and commerce, has been appointed mi¬ 
nister of immigration ( and will be suc¬ 
ceeded by Hon. T. A. Low. Another 
change in cabinet ranks at Ottawa is 
that of E. M. McDonald being ap¬ 
pointed minister of defence. 

“How did your daughter pass her 
examination,” askod one mother of 
another.

Ten vessels of the' 1 Canadian Mer¬ 
chant Marine now on the Great Lakes 
will be used in the grain carrying 
trade this season if American ship 
owners refuse to comply with the new 
grain rates regulation passed at the 
last session of parliament. These 
ships could not be put to better use 
so why delay doing so? 

When the fempress of France docks 
at Quebec on September 10, it is un¬ 
derstood that she will have as a pas¬ 
senger the Prince of Wales. Though 
no official announcement has been 
made it is reported that the Prince 
will have six people in his party. 
Suite .No. 4 on the liner is said to have 
been reserved for the Prince, and they 
will proceed at once to his High River 
ranch. 

Vice-President D.C. Coleman of the 
C.P.R. says that work in connection 
with the construction of the line 
from Kipp to the Little Bow river will 
be oommenced early in the spring of 
1924 and pushed vigorouslyrto com¬ 
pletion so that the road will he finish¬ 
ed in time to take care of the 1924. 
crop. This Will be good news to farm¬ 
ers in that district who are now 
obliged to haul their grain a distance 
of over 20 miles to market.

Prohibitionists and Moderationists 
are in hot debate over the possibili¬ 
ties of, Clause D. Prohibitionists 
dedans that the passing of Clause D 
would enable any government so de¬ 
siring it, tb permit the old bar. The 
Moderationists insLst that the aim of 
Clause D is not to bring back the bar. 
In a way both are correct. ,-Clause 
1) provides for the sale of beer—not 
hard iiuqor—in licensed places. It 
leaves to the legislature the regula¬ 
tion of the sale—where, how and when 
the beer shall be sold. The Alodera- 
tionists have always insisted, even 
when appearing before the legislative 
committee drafting the questions; that 
they did not want the return of the 
bar and included such a statement in’ 
the proposed ballot submitted at thaf 
time. The Albertan is quite confident! 
that if D passes, this government and. 
this legislature will do their utmost 
to have conditions as different as pos¬ 
sible from the old days of the bar. 
It doubts, after the repeated state¬ 
ments of Moderationists, if any gov¬ 
ernment or legislature would dare per- 
jwit what we generally regard as the 
old bar System. Clause D permits the 
sale of beer in licensed places. There 
may be a difference between the form¬ 
er method of selling it to men stand¬ 
ing, up at a bar and the proposed me¬ 
thod of selling it to men sitting down 
at a table. (Morning Albertan)

Kincardine Review:—The western 
experiment with a voluntary grain 
pool will be watched with interest and 
in the hope that it succeeds in secur¬ 
ing the grain growers a reasonable 
price by preventing the glutting of the 
market after harvesting. The con¬ 
ditions under which the farmers raise 
grain are hazardous. It is a gamble 
in which the grain grower bets his 
money on the weather. He bets there 
will not be too much moisture or too 
little. He bets against hail, wind,rust, 
wire worm and weevil of all sorts. If 
he wins it should be a long shot. But 
generally it isn’t because the bulk of 
the harvest goes on the market at the 
same time. This the pool is suppos¬ 
ed to prevent or at any rate to lessen.

Mr. Sapiro's Verdict oh The Wheat 
Pool Proceedure of (he Alberta 
Committee of Seventeen 

Some apprehension had been appar¬ 
ent for the last week as to the busi¬ 
ness proceedure t>f the wheat pool 
committee of seventeen in their sub¬ 
mission to the growers of the wheat 
pool contract and their requests for 
signatures thereto, before making de- 
i finite arrangements for elevators and 
for financing the project Three mem¬ 
bers of the committee, including John 
I. McFarland, have resigned from the 
committee and refuse to act, because 
of their disapproval of this piroceed- 
ure, claiming it is unbusinesslike, and 
two of the members have publicly ad¬ 
vertised their reasons amt advised the 
farmers not to sign up the contract. 
These incidents, coming as they did, 
just previous to the drive for signa¬ 
tures to the contracts, created no little 
stir and unsettledness in the minds 
of a great many of the growers and 
the results are being watched with in¬ 
terest. That the committee have been 
strictly following the advice and pro¬ 
ceedure as proposed by Mr. Sapiro 
when here, and to dispell any intima¬ 
tion or belief that they were not so 
doing a telegram was sent to Mr. Sa¬ 
piro in this regard and the following 
wire received from him which entirely 
approves of the committee’s actions 
and relieves entirely the situation as 
regards these points. The wire reply: 
“Deeply regret the resignation of 
John 1. McFarland. I had a confer¬ 
ence with five members of the wheat 
pool committee and we agree on every 
detail. The present plan of immediate 
incorporation and campaign for sig¬ 
natures is- absolutely sound. Please 
advise Mr. McFarland that it is im¬ 
possible to make arrangements for el¬ 
evators or financing or personnel be¬ 
fore the sign-up campaign. But these 
three things should be handled'by spe¬ 
cial committees working at the same 
time with the sign-up campaign. On 
the elevators, I recommend contracts 
of use with option of purchase, but.no- 
purchase immediately at the start. On 
financing, I recommend arrangements 
for advance payments of loans from 
banks of approximately three-fourths 
of the present cash price in Alberta. 
On management, I believe the com¬ 
mittee on personnel should select an 
experienced man for general manager 
and that technical men should be se¬ 
lected' by the intei-provincial pool to 
handle the selling and other technical 
problems for the three provincial or¬ 
ganizations. Deeply trust that seventy 
five per cent of the farmers of Alberta 
will sign the agreements and create an 
effective pool this week. I know this 
will be the best thing they ever con¬ 
ceived for Allrerta. ( Signed) Aaron 
Sapiro.” The above looks like a com- j 
plete vindication for the committee of I 
seventeen and sets at rest the inde-1 
finitenoss of purpose which has been) 
somewhat in the minds of many inter -1 
ested persons ,and determines the I 
question as to the entire practicability i 
of the plan of proceedure which the 
committee has adopted.

ALBERTA CO-OPERATIVEM HEAT | 
PRODUCERS, LTD, 

The Wheat Pool is being organized 
along the following general lines:— 

The name will be the Alberta Co-| 
operative Wheat Producers, Ltd., or¬ 
ganized uader the Co-o-perative Asso¬ 
ciations Act,"and will be an absolutely 
non-profit making company. 

The province will be divided into 
seven distriats.and the’contract-sign¬ 
ers will annually elect, by post card 
ballot ten delegates in each district. 
These delegates will meet and elect 
their own trustee.for one year, which 
will provide a board of seven trustees. 
The trustees must be wheat producers 
and must be residents of the districts 
they represent. 

Owners of 50 per cent, of wheat 
acreage must sign before effective. 

Contract for period of five years. 

Advances will be made on grain de¬ 
livered on a basis of safe banking 
practice. 

Each applicant must subscribe for 
one share of capital stock, par value 
$lu00, and also pay $2.00 to assist de¬ 
fray expenses of organization. This 
must be paid in cash or a note given 
at time of application. 

Provision is made for a Dominion 
Wheat Pool Selling agency with other 
provinces when organized. 

The Wheat Pool committee will ap¬ 
point the first seven trustees to act 
for three months until the contract- 
signers can elect their own trustees. 

The Wheat Pool committee is en¬ 
deavoring to have all possible infor¬ 
mation available for the trustee!:. 

The contract will provide that not 
more than 2c. a bushel may be retain¬ 
ed for the purpose of providing eleva¬ 
tor facilities. 

The following methods of providing 
elevator facilities present themselves: 

(1) By the purchase of as many 
elevators as might Ire found feasible 
t>: the basis of a reasonable deduction 
from the proceeds of the grain. 

(2) Or by arranging with elevator 
companies to handle the grain of pool 
members on a basis somewhat similar 
to that of the Dominion gov'emmeri* 
wheat board of 1919-20. 

(3) Or by leasing elevators. None 
of the companies so fnr have consent¬ 
ed to deal on this basis. 

The dairy industry continues to 
make headway in the province of Al¬ 
berta, 16 more creameries being in 
operation this year than ,in 1922. It 
is estimated that the total creamery 
butter production will be about 18,- 
000,000 pounds, 3,000,000 pounds more 
than last year. There is considerable 
increase in the acreage’ of fodder crops 
particularly in corn.

All 1923 passenger traffic records 
on the St. Lawrence were broken when 
the Canadian Pacific S.S. “Metagama” 
docked at>Quebec from Glasgow and 
Bolfast with a third-class list of 1,078 
and 382 cabin passengers. 

A party of fifty people representing 
the State of Maine Chamber of Com¬ 
merce and Agricultural League will 
visit the province during the first 
week in September, in the course of 
a trip through western Canada. 

Immigration to Canada for the 
month of June totalled 13,685, an in¬ 
crease of 88 per cent over the corres¬ 
ponding month of 1922. Of the total 
6,911 came from the British Isles, 
2,084 from the United States and 4,690 
from other countries. The aggregate 
number of new arrivals in Canada to 
date this year is 53,572. 

Seven young men in Glasgow stow¬ 
ed away on the liner Casandra and 
upon arrival at Quebec were hailed 
before Judge Choquette who was so 
impressed with the sterling qualities 
of the young men that instead of be¬ 
ing sent back they were invited'to re¬ 
main in Canada.
